I  will  activate  the  Los  Angeles  Homeless  Services  Authority  LAHSA  to  offer  assistance  to  the  homeless 
people  in  that  area.

We  have  removed  encampments  at  Valley  Plaza  Park  and  vicinity  since  Monday,  in  preparation  of  a  VIP  Event  at  the  Recreation 
Center.  I  assigned  one  of  our  park  ranger  officers  to  look  at  the  area  in  question  and  write  a  synopsis  of  his  observations.  As  follows. 

North  of  Vanowen, (Library  Side)  we  found  7  encampments  all  which  were  on  the 

other  side  of  the  fence  at  the  freeway  property,  which  is  Caltrans  jurisdiction.  i  included  some  pictures  of  those 
encampments  along  the  freeway.  These  are  extremely  large  encampments  and  have  probably  not  been  removed  in  a  long  time.  There  were  no 
encampments  on  the  park  side.

We  have  removed  encampments  at  Valley  Plaza  Park  and  vicinity  since  Monday,  in  preparation  of  a  VIP  Event  at  the 
Recreation  Center.  I  assigned  one  of  our  park  ranger  officers  to  look  at  the  area  in  question  and  write  a  synopsis  of  his  observations. 
As  follows. 

North  of  Vanowen, (Library  Side)  we  found  7  encampments  all  which  were  on  the 
other  side  of  the  fence  at  the  freeway  property,  which  is  Caltrans  jurisdiction.  i  included  some  pictures  of 
those  encampments  along  the  freeway.  These  are  extremely  large  encampments  and  have  probably  not  been  removed  in  a  long  time.  There  were 
no  encampments  on  the  park  side.

My  apologies  for  the  bother,  but  I  need  to  report  a  very  large 
increase  in  the  homeless  encampments  along  the  the  western  fenceline 
of  Valley  Plaza  Park  in  North  Hollywood. 

The  fenceline  runs  from  Van  Owen  Street  to  Sherman  Way,  alongside  the 
Sherman  Way  East  offramp  of  the  170  N. 

Once  again,  these  encampments  have  led  to  both  small  fires  and  fights 
in  the  park  at  night,  as  well  as  near-constant  building  break-ins  in 
the  apartment  complex  directly  north  of  the  park. 

These  encampments  being  directly  west  of  the  Valley  Plaza  Library  at 
12311  Van  Owen  Street,  North  Hollywood,  and  stretch  north  along  the 
fenceline  up  to  Sherman  Way. 

If  anything  can  be  done,  or  if  these  area  can  be  scheduled  for 
cleaning/  removal  at  some  point  (I  know  it's  a  busy,  ongoing  process), 
it  would  be  greatly,  greatly  appreciated.
